ing season. On Nov. 1, 1945 the Fargo 
Forum made a survey disclosing that 
293 of the state's 1,035 licensed ele- 
vators still were blocked, while 
hundreds of others were accepting 
wheat only when boxcars for outship- 
ment became available. 

‘When the spring season arrived the 
North Dakota farmer went into his 
fields to plant this year’s more than 
10,000,000 acres of wheat and other 
grains. It was no time for marketing 
the balance of last year's production 
and it has been only in the last ten 
days or so that the farmer has been 
able to clear himself of planting oper- 
ations and turn his attention again to 
marketing. 

Today's Fargo Forum reports that 
grain elevators again are being blocked. 
Parshall, in North Dakota, reported 
the need for 50 railroad cars imme- 
diately to handle outshipments with 
the elevators presently blocked against 
the reception of additional wheat. 
Garrison, in North Dakota, reported 
31 farm trucks loaded with wheat had 
been unable to complete delivery. 

The North Dakota wheat farmer 
has heen importuned to maintain his 
livestock to tide him over emergen- 
cies. He has been urged to retain suffi- 
cient seed to meet his requirements 
for two or three years against the 
possibility of crop failure. The well- 
managed farm has been operated on 
that basis. This policy partially ac- 
counts for the apparently large 
bushelage of wheat on North Dakota 
farms. 

Secretary of Agriculture Anderson 
only recently explained that the farm- 
er was not hoarding wheat. He 
pointed to the rail-car shortage of the 
1945 marketing season as a major fac- 
tor. He stated also that the farmers 
of the nation, despite the handicap of 
a shortage of manpower, inadequate 
farm equipment and rail-car shortage, 
had done a major job of marketing 
their produce. 

‘The records show that the govern- 
ment of the U.S, became aware only 
recently of the great need for direct- 
ing every bushel of wheat possible 
into the marketing channels. 

‘The North Dakota wheat producer, 
and the wheat producer elsewhere in 
these Great Plains states, is not guilty 
of any "morally indefensible acts,” 
as LIFE charged. He is a being pil- 
loried unjustly as a man willing that 
people starve to death that he may 
net a few additional pennies for him- 
self. 

Our farmers are not that kind.

PEIPING 
Not long ago, needing some K 
rations for a story on which I

the ranks, he is famous as a 
direct conversationalist, A col- 
league of his, using a football 
analogy, says, “All you have 
to do is give him that kickoff 
whistle.

Well, 
one day they were going to 
billet these Chinese troops in 
the building where he had all 
his grapes and he was afraid 
they were going to eat all the 
grapes before he could get 
them pressed. Naturally we 
were greatly interested in 
maintaining his establishment 
in good order and therefore 
we had to issue an order to 
have the Chinese billeted 
somewhere else.” 


Reynolds put the pile down. 
“T had a lot of French cards in 
here—but I got so mad at 
them that I threw them all 
out. These Frenchmen were 
here all through the war and 
actually were in-between, with- 
out committing themselves 
either way, so they had a fairly 
easy time of it. Of course, I 
heard the wife of one of them 
say that she couldn’t even get 
olives during the war! Imagine! 
Some of them said it was so 
bad they could only put 20 or 
30 eggs in their custard! Things 
were really tough! Most of 
them, in my estimation, were 
very fawnlike. They were in- 
clined to jump from one side 
to the other, depending on 
who was in power, and fall all 
over them. They got on well 
with the Japs from what we 
hear and they seemed very 
cordial to us. They were the 
only white element here, the 
only social set, so they re- 
ceived the best attention from 
our people—much better than 
the poor Weihsien internees 
that were supposed to be Amer- 
ican citizens, But then they 
started an undercurrent of a 
lot of French gossip about the 
conduct of American troops 
here, which was false and en- 
larged, so I just tore up their 
cards.”” 

At this point Reynolds stood 
up and began to walk back and 
forth in front of his desk.

WHY KID AROUND? 


THERE IS NO “MISUNDERSTANDING” BETWEEN RUSSIA AND THE WEST. THERE IS A CONFLICT

The cartoon at the right is reprinted from the 
New York Times of Sunday, May 5. It appeared 
while the Big Four were deep in negotiations at 
Paris, trying (in vain) to reach agreements that 
would make possible a treaty of peace for Eu- 
rope. On that quiet Sunday morning Americans 
who saw this cartoon probably paid little atten- 
tion to it. Maybe they thought it was a little 
sappy. But it was and is a very interesting 
cartoon because what it says is 100% wrong. 
It is therefore a dangerous cartoon, for the 
misrepresentation in it stands between the 
Arherican people and their understanding 
of what is actually going on in the world today. 


There Is No Misunderstanding 


“Misunderstanding?” Maybe six months ago 
Secretary of State Byrnes was a little confused 
about the world situation in general and the 
Russians in particular, but he would probably 
laugh grimly at this cartoon today. He would 
probably say that he has come to understand 
the Russians only too well, Bevin and Bidault 
would also laugh grimly at this cartoon. And 
the man who would laugh the most grimly is 
Molotov, or any topside Russian. 

Byrnes, Bevin, Bidault, Molotov—what is it 
that they understand? They understand each 
other, Therefore they also understand that they 
are all parties to an intense, implacable conflict 
going on not only around their conference table 
fut in all parts of the world today. They know 
they are in a terrific fight, and they all know 
that each of them knows it. 

How then could the New York Times, the 
foremost U.S, newspaper, indulge in such non- 
sense? That is easy, and easy to excuse. The 
cartoon expresses an American mood which has 
dominated the great, sensible majority of U.S. 
news| pee and magazines and is still the easiest 
mood for any good-natured American to fall 
into. We just don’t want to believe that we can- 
not reach a fair, decent agreement with the 
Russians which will really end the war and ush- 
er in a nice, long peace. If the Russians are 
difficult, let us be patient; it must be our fault 
or Britain’s. So we tell ourselves. The New York 
Times has on the whole been very conscientious 
in reporting bad news about Russia, yet it can 
relapse into this natural optimism. LIFE, too, 
has tried to present the facts as we saw them; 
but in an editorial on this page when the Paris 
conference began, we optimistically hoped that 
the foreign ministers would agree. 

They did not agree. And it is now time to 
state our bald conviction that they never will 
agree. The notion that the Western powers and 
Russia can iron out their differences around a 
table and that peace will thereafter spread nor- 
mally and automatically through the tired tis- 
sues of the nations—that notion is a falsehood 
and a delusion. There is neither real peace nor 
the prospect of it. It is time to face the truth. 


“World War III” 


What truth? That war between Russia and 
the West is inevitable? Certainly not. No war is 
inevitable, and there are many ways in which 
“World War III” can be avoided. What truth 
then? Simply that a political and diplomatic 
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conflict is already going on between Russia and 
the Western powers in all parts of the world. 

The American people have probably been 
ahead of their press and their political leaders 
in recognizing his fact, The Fortune and Gallup 
polls have, since V-E Day, registered a marked 
increase in popular skepticism about the inten- 
tions of Soviet Russia. 

Yet the American people are not nearly so 
vividly aware of the reality of the actual con- 
flict as are those more directly concerned, nota- 
bly the Europeans. There is comparatively little 
talk in Europe today about World War III, 

tly because the Europeans are too weak and 

ungry to fight it, but also because they are 
already in it. No European today enjoys the 
luxury of speculation about Russia. If he is not 
already on the Russian side (via a Communist 
party), he is either frankly anti-Russian, look- 
ing for a hiding piace or waiting opportuni 
cally to see whether the non-Russian side will 
offer him any hope. It is also never to be for- 
gotten that the vast majority of Europeans are 
anything but Communists, as evidenced by 
every election in Europe since V-E Day that 
could be remotely described as free. 

The No. 1 diplomatic problem of Europe to- 
day is Germany, as Walter Lippmann pointed 
out on his recent return from there, At Paris 
Jimmy Byrnes made a sincere and constructive 
proposal for a 25-year Big Four treaty to keep 
Germany disarmed, hoping this would allay 
Russian “fears.” He got nowhere with Molo- 
toy. Yet our present occupation policies, dic- 
tated by the obsolete Potsdam agreement, sim- 
ply cannot go on. The U.S. has got to decide 
what we mean to do with Germany beside 
starve and destroy it. The Russians, by uni- 
lateral and very Russian methods, are making a 
going concern of their zone; we must take at 
Teast as much responsibility for ours. 

To bring our zone of Germany back to life, it 
has been hinted that we may now try to merge 
it with the British and French zones. A few 
weeks ago this might have been condemned as 
playing an overtly British game, a step toward 
an anti-Soviet Western bloc. Today that criti- 
cism is hollow. Why kid around? The only 
way to make any headway against Russian ag- 
gression in Europe is to have alternatives that 


do not depend on Russia, It is something to be 
thankful for that Byrnes, while still leaving the 
door open for Russian ‘cooperation, has appar- 
ently reached that point, 


Asia too 


In Asia the same conflict rages, and there it is 
a shooting war. Last August, when Soong and 
Stalin made their treaty, it looked as though 
there could be real peace in Asia; again in 
March it seemed that General Marshall’s pacifi- 
cation was going to stick. Today these hopes 
have proved illusory. The Russians broke their 
word about leaving Manchuria and left a looted 
land in Communist control. The Communist 
leader Mao Tse-tung recently went to Moscow, 
reportedly to dicker for guns to intensify the 
civil war. If the U.S. still hopes for a free, 
united China, it must be prepared to back its 
traditional policy with fresh and more concrete 
evidence—such as food, money and machines 
—of U.S. might. 

So it goes all over the world, this conflict be- 
tween Russian and Western aims and ideas. It 
goes on in Korea, in Iran, on the Mediterra- 
nean, in Latin America, in Turkey and in France. 
Tt goes on inside American labor unions, in the 
U.S. government and in Madison Square Gar- 
den, where only last week a U.S. senator, 
Claude Pepper, bespoke the Russian cause. The 
conflict is nothing for Americans to be afraid of 
or to lose their heads over. But it can no longer 
be ignored in the dreamy pretense that some- 
how peace will come when we get hack to Big 
Three unity, cemented by toasts, interpreters, 
spacibo’s and okays. 

If we Americans want real peace, we will have 
to get used to the idea of living with this con- 
flict, as our diplomats have learned to do. We 
shall have to work hard and sleeplessly at the 
tough game of power politics and diplomacy. 
Perhaps Americans do not wish to make this 
effort. The mood of Congress, which has just 
committed the extravagant folly of emasculat- 
ing the draft law, seems to indicate that the 
country is not up to a continuous effort of will. 
ff 20, ve will all wake up someday to find our 
allies divided, our prestige gone and a Russian 
war that could have been prevented threatening 
the world. If Americans want to go to sleep, let 
them at least know what chance they are taking. 
Let them know that a conflict now rages. Let 
them know the score.

In sneak attack ex-Official Okawa slaps ex-Premier 
Tojo on head at arraignment proceedings in Tokyo 


In Tokyo recently the trial of Japan’s 28 major war criminals commenced 
in the building of the former Japanese Ministry of War where many of the 
defendants had plotted aggression since 1928. The proceetlings were begun 
Jlemnity but were disrupted by a piece of slapstick provided by 
Okawa (right), who is accused of plotting the “Mukden Incident” 
vhich touched off the Jap invasion of Manchuria in 1931, During the ar- 
raignment Okawa put on a mad scene which one U.S. prosecutor called “the 
best act since Barrymore played Hamlet.”” First he opened his shirt and 
gleefully rubbed his stomach. Then, as he sat behind ex-Premier Tojo, he 
raised his hand and cracked down with his palm on Tojo’s bald skull. This 
was too much for the court. Okawa was removed and later judged insane. 

The other defendants, however, were entirely sane. They had shuffled 
into the building in silence, but while waiting for proceedings to begin they 
talked and giggled among themselves. Admiral Nagano, who had done the 
planning of the Pearl Harbor attack, was even cheerful. In their hands the 
defendants held copies of the 55-count indictment, neatly tied in squares of 
silk, When the court read the indictment, giggles ceased and cheerfulness 
vanished. Like the German war criminals being tried at Niirnberg, the Jap 
ringleaders were charged with crimes against peace and humanity and with 
murder. Tojo himself shifted his attention only once as he listened to the 
charges. That was when he vigorously picked his nose. 

On the third day Sir William Flood Webb of Australia, the president of 
the nine-man Allied tribunal, asked each defendant how he pleaded. Pas- 
sionately General Araki, ex-minister of war, burst out with a speech of de- 
nial, Sir William warned him to make a plea, not a speech. Then Araki bowed, 
pleaded “not guilty” and sat down. All the others also pleaded not guilty.

ENLIGHTENMENT 10 THE 30,000-YEAR-OLD PROBLEM OF DRINKING 


Jackson's somber novel about an alcoholic, The Lost Weekend, an un- 

precedented amount of attention has been paid to the drinking of alco- 
hol and the problems arising therefrom. Authorities on the subject estimate 
that since 1940 alcoholism has made more news and stirred up more inter- 
est than during the whole preceding century. In some ways this phenomenon 
is like the great public preoccupation with venereal diseases which swept 
the country about a decade ago. Like the venereal-disease campaign, the 
new concern with drinking and alcoholism has had two beneficial effects. 
First, it has brought a somewhat disreputable subject into the open for dis- 
cussion and has dispelled much of the prejudice, superstition and misun- 
derstanding which formerly obscured the facts. Second, it has moved 
the serious and complicated disease of alcohol addiction out of the realm 
of morals and has placed it correctly in the sphere of psychiatry and medi 
cine. The process is far from complete, but science today takes a more opti 
mistic view of the outcome than was believed possible even a few years 
ago. Perhaps the greatest advance yet made is precisely the spread of public 
information that has occurred lately. 

It is impossible to study the anatomy of alcohol intelligently without 
reference to its great antiquity. The colorful beverages pictured on pages 
70 to 73 have modern trademarks and flavoring (the 30 favorite drinks 
are prepared from recipes of the head bartender at New York’s Hotel Astor),

but basically they are the same as concoctions accidentally discovered b’ 
very early primitive man. Probably alcohol first was tasted in wine, which 
anthropologists believe came after the invention of open bowls or similar 
vessels where fruit fermented when invaded by yeast particles in the air. 
Brewing was a much later development which probably closely followed 
the first attempts at agriculture, while distilling is a comparatively modern 
refinement thought to have emerged in the Orient before the time of Christ. 
There is no difference in principle between ancient methods of producing 
alcoholic beverages and those shown in the diagrams on pages 70 and 71. 
The chief difference between the beverages themselves is that the ancient 
ones were unrefined and therefore had much greater food value (including 
vitamins) than the modern varieties, though they were less palatable. 
Alcoholic beverages were discovered independently by widely separated 
peoples, who used whatever fermentable materials they had at hand. These 
included honey, dates, fruits and berries of all kinds, tree sap (notably 
many kinds of palm in the tropics) and a long list of other things. The Mex- 
icans make pulque from the maguey in their country, while the Mongols fer- 
ment mare’s milk to produce a potent 160-proof beverage. The Eskimos, the 
South Pacific Melanesians, and nomadic Indian tribes were about the only 
early peoples without alcohol, but they took to it enthusiastically later on. 
Primitive man undoubtedly considered alcohol a divine gift. Here, for 
the first time, was a substance that enabled him to rise above his environ-

ment. Alcohol let him forget, however briefly, the constant menaces of 
famine, sickness, cold and tribal warfare—in a word, his anxieties, It be- 
came an ntial part of religious ceremonies, and tribal drinking celebra- 
tions were the beginning of polite society, when men for a time left off 
quarreling among themselves, assumed by mutual agreement that the 
hostile world was a wonderful place and practiced a few airs and graces. In 
the course of doing this, they rabitually became very drunk. Deep intoxi- 
cation still is the goal of drinking ceremonies among primitive tribes today. 
However, this drunkenness was a carefully regulated communal affair, 
occurring at speciid times and under special conditions. Individual drink- 
ing between the periods of mass intoxication was taboo and the festivals 
themselves frequently began with divine invocations and appeals for pro- 
tection against the evil demons of alcohol. Ancient man was aware of the 
dangers of intoxication though enjoying its effects, and early writings con- 
tain many comments on both the benefits and the risks. “Let him drink, 
and forget his poverty, and remember his misery no more,” the Bible states. 
In Isaiah there is a quotation germane to the phenomenon of excessive 
wartime drinking, about which more than a little was heard lately: “There 
is a crying for wine in the streets; all joy is darkened, the mirth of the 
land is gone.” Any period of stress historically produces a rise in drinking 
roughly proportionate to the severity of the stress. 
in the other side of the question, Seneca says, “. . . Drunkenness is 
nothing but an insanity purposely assumed.” In ancient India the same 
word was used to designate intoxication and mental derangement. In short, 
all early societies recognized the Januslike nature of alcohol (which psychi- 
atrists would call ambivalence) and, while countenancing its use en masse 
for occasional ritual celebrations, took steps to control drinking strictly 
at other times. Movements for total prohibition started very early in vari- 
ous countries and invariably failed. The Hindus at one time decreed death 
for anyone making or using alcohol, but this was no more effective than 
the Volstead Act or the short-lived prohibition which the Russians attempt- 
ed after the Revolution. “Not only has this custom [drinking] been success- 
ful in terms of sheer survival,” writes Dr. Donald Horton in the symposium 
Alcohol, Science and Society, “but it has been successful in the face of very 
severe opposition. ...We have to conclude from this, then, that some im- 
portant human value is involved here that makes alcohol hard to abolish.” 
No student of the subject doubts that the “value” involved is alcohol’s 
immemorial power to relieve “anxiety,” which today has many meanings, 
and the charts and pictures on pages 68 and 69 explain the method whereby

this is accomplished. Stated most simply, alcohol is a safe, easily controlled 
anesthetic which acts on successive centers of the brain, notably the ones 
which govern man’s higher intellectual activities. This brain area has been 
responsible for the highest human achievements, but it also has burdened 
man with chronic self-reproach, apprehension and general discontent such 
as no lower animal experiences. In moderate amounts, alcohol is an easy 
and harmless means of temporarily blunting the critical function of the 
epee brain without seriously disrupting the creative or intellectual role. 
“Tt unburdens the individual of his cares and fears, relieves him of his 
feelings of inferiority and weakness,” Dr. Walter R. Miles has written. 
“The inhibitions and self-criticisms which ordinarily cramp his feelings 
tend, after alcohol, to be put aside. . . .” 

Of the estimated 50,000,000 drinkers in the U.S., all but a fraction use 
alcohol moderately and more or less regularly because it makes them feel 
better and more appreciative of themselves and their fellows. It also gives 
them better appetites, since it is an excellent condiment. Taken for pur- 
poses of social relaxation or as a gustatory adjunct, alcohol never has 
damaged anyone. Even when taken in fairly large amounts over a long 
period of time, the purely physical effects of alcohol by itself are almost 
negligible. Despite ees lous warnings by temperance lecturers (who 
sometimes “prove” the point on the platform by coagulating an egg white 
in a glass of whisky), alcohol does not attack or corrode the brain cells. 
It does not lead to insanity; rather, it is the other way around because ex- 
cessive drinking very often is a symptom of the onset of serious mental 
disorders, such as schizophrenia, manic-depressive psychosis and the general 
paresis of tertiary syphilis. There are certain comparatively rare “alcoholic 
psychoses”—chiefly Korsakov’s psychosis (loss of memory for recent 
events), alcoholic paranoia and hallucinosis and the celebrated delirium 
tremens—but these now are widely recognized as symptoms of vitamin de- 
ficiency and respond promptly to high-vitamin therapy. In the same category 
are dry and wet beriberi and pellagra, all caused by vitamin shortages but 
not by drinking per se. They usually do not appear until after about 15 
years of excessive drinking and result from the tendency of constant heavy 
drinkers to depend on alcohol for most of their food. Absolute alcohol 
contains 210 calories per ounce by weight but delivers no vitamins and, 
according to some theories, may actually impede absorption of vitamins 
from other foods. Excessive drinkers could avoid the deficiency dis-

HOW ALCOHOL AFFECTS THE BODY 


A DEPRESSANT, NOT A STIMULANT, IT UPSETS THE BRAIN’S 
NORMAL FUNCTIONS TO PRODUCE EFFECTS OF INTOXICATION 


The slow, insinuating pattern of intoxication is 
caused by the colorless, nearly odorless fluid 
which chemists label C:H:OH. This is ethyl alco- 
hol, the basic, ingredient of all intoxicating bev- 
erages. Like ether or chloroform it has the power 
to put a person to “sleep.” The color diagram on 
the opposite page charts the complex journey of 
alcohol within the body. When a person swal- 
lows a drink of liquor his stomach receives a 
certain amount of pure ethyl alcohol. Some alco- 
hol is absorbed directly through the stomach 
walls and goes to the liver. Some passes on down 
to the small intestine and then goes to the liver, 
From the liver the alcohol enters the blood 
stream and is pumped by the heart throughout 
all the parts of the body. This pattern of circula- 
tion—explained in detail on the opposite page— 
goes on continuously as the person drinks more, 
building up a higher and higher concentration of 
alcohol. 

The actual mechanics of intoxication take 
place in the brain. Here the alcohol upsets the 
delicate mechanism of a person’s behavior. Its 
effects—slurred speech, double vision, incoor- 
dination—are the result of disturbed brain ac- 
tivity. As the alcohol concentration increases, it 
acts progressively on different parts of the brain. 
However its action on the brain cells is not phys- 
ical. Alcohol does not damage the tissues or 
cause injury by corrosion or by irritation. 
ally the alcohol slows down the brain’s functions 
by a numbing or drugging action to produce 
drunkenness. In the strip of pictures at right are 
shown five main stages of intoxication. The lines 
radiating to the pictures from the diagram on 
the opposite page indicate the parts of the 
brain which are affected by alcohol, causing the 
symptoms of intoxicated behavior. First, alco- 
hol attacks the brain area containing centers 
of judgment and inhibition (see top picture, right). 
Then, as more alcohol is absorbed and the con- 
centration in the body fluid rises, it attacks 
muscular coordination, speech, and vision.

the body (about ten ounces of pure alcohol for 
anormal-sized man) the whole balance of the brain 
is upset and the man passes out (bottom picture, 
right). 

Contrary to popular belief among drinkers, al- 
cohol is not a stimulant but a depressant. The 
exhilaration which a drinker feels after he has 
taken a few quick drinks is the result of the de- 
pression of the highest brain center. Inhibitions 
are removed and emotion takes over. In a sense 
man’s highly developed reason, which distin- 
guishes him from the lower animals, is ambushed 
and as he gets progressively drunker he becom 
more and more like an animal. As an old Mohs 
medan account of the stages of intoxication puts 
it: “The first glass makes a man animated, his 
vivacity great, his colors heightened. In this con- 
dition he is like the peacock. When the fumes of 
the liquor rise into his head, he is gay, leaps and 
gambols as an ape. Drunkenness takes pc 
of him, he is like a furious lion. When it is at its 
height he is like a swine; he falls and grovels on 
the ground, stretches himself out and goes to 
sleep.” 

The amount of liquor an average-sized person 
can drink and still remain sober depends on how 
long he takes to drink the amount and how much 
food is in his stomach. If after a meal he were to 
drink five ounces of 86 proof (43% alcohol) 
bourbon whisky in 30 minutes, he would have 
only a little more than an ounce of pure alcohol 
concentrated in his body fluids—not enough for 
intoxication (see below). The five ounces of whis- 
ky contain only about two ounces of alcohol and 
during the process of absorption, which is slowed 
down by food in the stomach, part of the alcohol 
would be burned off in the liver and eliminated. 
However if he kept drinking at the same rate he 
would soon reach the level of intoxication since 
the liver could not burn off the alcohol as fast as 
it would be absorbed from the digestive tract. In 
all cases it is the amount of pure alcohol actually 
concentrated in the body fluids, not how much 
liquor is drunk, which determines intoxication.

HOW LIQUOR IS PRODUCED 


The chart on these two pages explains the basic steps in the manu- 
facture of one kind of whisky. There are four types of alcoholic 
beverages: wines, malt beverages (beer), spirits and factitious liq- 
uors (cordials, liqueurs, etc.). One process common tothe manufac- 
ture of all is fermentation, which turns sugar into ethyl alcohol by 
the action of yeast. Wine and malt beverages are produced simply by 
fermentation. Spirits, such as whisky and rum, must go through the 
additional process of distillation, which separates the alcohol from 
water and by-products of fermentation. This diagram shows how 
rye whisky is made. How other liquors are made is explained below.

These 
claims, often accompanied by fearful-looking pictures of inflamed 
organs, have no foundation in fact, according to Drs. Elvin M. 
Jellinek and Howard W. Haggard in their recent study, Alcohol 
Explored. Of course the habitual heavy drinker who neglects his 
diet and general health is more susceptible to almost any disease 
than a nondrinker and consequently has a shorter life expectancy. 
But there is no difference in the average life expectancies of moder- 
ate drinkers and nondrinkers, and by and large the former may be 
somewhat healthier. They show a slightly lower death rate from 
heart disorders and cancer, and tend—in spite of popular belief— 
to develop stomach ulcers less often than nondrinkers. This prob- 
ably is because the average moderate drinker is apt to be a more 
relaxed individual than the abstainer. 


THE MYTHS OF DRINKING 


‘WO OTHER oldstand-bys of Dry propaganda include cirrhosis of 

the liver and “kidney trouble.” It is true that cirrhosis occurs 
much more commonly among heavy drinkers than among abstain 
ers and this used to be accepted as prima facie evidence of the bale- 
ful effect of alcohol. But the fact that it occurs at all among non- 
drinkers indicates that other causes are involved, and medical re- 
search now inclines to the theory that nutritional factors may be 
responsible. As for “kidney trouble,” the increased flow of urine 
which accompanies drinking seems to have been the basis of the 
notion that alcohol injures the kidneys. It is now believed that 
urine formation normally is retarded by an inhibitory secretion 
from the pituitary. When alcohol reaches this gland the secretion 
is reduced, whereupon the kidneys release more than the ordinary 
amounts of urine—in fact, more than the equivalent of the liquid 
consumed by the drinker, This does no harm to the kidneys, how- 
ever. 

One of the most persistent myths in the folklore of alcohol is 
that drinking injures germ plasm and has an evil hereditary influ- 
ence, but the evidence does not bear this out; indeed it is some- 
what to the contrary. Alcohol perhaps assists sperm selection, for 
in weak concentrations occurring in the body fluid it seems to 
affect the feebler and less active sperms while not affecting the 
vigorous ones except to slightly reduce their motility. Certainly it 
does not appear to ine any adverse effect on fertility because, on 
all social and economic levels, drinking families have more chil- 
dren, on the average, than nonalcoholic ones. This superficially 
may testify to the legendary aphrodisiac qualities of alcohol, but 
what commonly passes for true sex stimulation is actually libido 
release following anesthetizing of the moral censor. 

Probably the word “stimulant” always will be used in connection 
with alcohol despite the fact that research has proved many times 
the fallacy of this idea. By its action on the brain alcohol creates 
an illusion of stimulation, but the actual effect is otherwise. With 
the intellectual self-critic lulled, the drinker’s self-esteem rises, 
and both his sense of discrimination and his behavior restraints 
decline. Alcohol dulls his perception of cold, pain or other dis- 
comfort and fills him with ‘an easy warmth, a fine expansiveness 
and sense of well-being known as euphoria. In this mood he is ab- 
solutely certain that he can drive a car, ride a horse, compose a 
song or fight a duel better than when sober. He is “stimulated.” 

Meanwhile his ability to do any of these things has declined in 
ratio to his blood concentration of alcohol. Psychiatrists have 
summarized a large number of tests which show that all functions 
are measurably impaired a short time after consumption of rela- 
tively small amounts of alcohol. For example, an hour after taking 
six ounces of whisky, subjects’ visual reactions (i.e., response to a 
flashing light) were slowed by more than a third. In other tests, 
with varying amounts of issu administered, memorizing poetry 
took subjects twice as long as when sober; performance of mathe- 
matical problems declined 13%; there was a 67% increase in errors

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of reasoning, And while subjects were less conscious of fatigue 
after alcohol, a laboratory test machine showed that their mus- 
cular strength actually had dropped by 10%. 

It is not drunken driving but the combination of sluggish reac- 
tions and subjective certainty of fine performance in moderate 
drinkers which makes alcohol such a large factor in motor acci- 
dents, for pedestrians as well as drivers. During the war years 
national summaries of fatal accidents showed that about 20% of 
adult pedestrians killed were under the influence of alcohol to 
some extent, compared to about 12% of the drivers involved. Only 
about half of them were intoxicated in the legal sense and yery 
few were conspicuously drunk. In states which administer blood 
tests police report that drivers who have been drinking moderately 
often are offended by suggestions that their coordination is less 
than perfect. They are eager to take tests to “prove their inno- 
cence.” 

In some circumstances certain individuals seem to be excep- 
tions to the rule that alcohol invariably reduces mental and 
physical efficiency. These Persons actually do increase their out- 
put and improve their skills after drinking, particularly in com- 
petitive situations. The reason seems to be that in the sober state 
they are so subject to feelings of anxiety and inferiority that they: 
feel beaten before they start and never achieve their potential 
efficiency. With the release from inhibitions through alcohol, 
they gain confidence to such a degree that they better their cus- 
tomary sober standards. The alcohol still works to retard them, 
but the lessening of the anxiety state more than counterbalances 
this factor. Here, probably, is the explanation of the many writers 
and artists who have done their “best work” while intoxicated. 
Creative effort suffers just as much as any other activity from 
alcohol, but many authors at least seem to require constant alco- 
holic disinhibiting in order to do any work at all. 

Still partly unanswered is the question of the wide individual 
differences in alcohol tolerance. Alcohol has a similar effect on 
every drinker and is burned at the constant rate of three quarters 
of an ounce per hour by every drinker. But on the same number of 
drinks one person will become noticeably intoxicated while an- 
other shows no signs of any reaction. The size of the drinker has 
bearing on this, since a large man with more body fluid will need 
somewhat more alcohol than a small one to reach the same con- 
centration. However, it is believed that the important factor is the 
drinker’s personality and his attitude toward alcohol. In general, 
people who normally are sedate seem to stay sober longer than 
those of an excitable temperament, and the hardened drinker can 
control the effects of alcohol longer than the beginner, at least up 
toa point. After deep intoxication is reached, one drinker’s control 
is no better than another’s, for when alcohol concentrated in the 
blood is in the neighborhood of .4% he automatically becomes un- 
conscious. If it were not for this safety factor, deaths from alcohol 
“poisoning” probably would be very common instead of exceed- 
ingly rare. Short of deliberately drinking about a pint of undiluted 
alcohol all at once, it is impossible to bring the blood concentra- 

tion to the point (from .7% to .9%) where the automatic nervous 
system is paralyzed and breathing and heart action stop. 

Today, in defining types of drinkers, doctors and psychiatrists no 
longer pay so much attention to the amount of alcohol consumed 
or the frequency of consump ion but instead analyze the drinker 
in terms of his psychological relationship to alcohol. As stated be 
fore, there are an estimated 50,000,000 users of alcohol in the

country, of whom about 46,000,000 are purely “social drinkers” 
and no problem, 

Then there is a group estimated at some 3,000,000 which com- 
prises the “excessive drinkers” in various degrees. An excessive 
drinker frankly likes to get drunk and out of control every once in 
a while, as at conventions, reunions and other tribal rites, but the 
rest of the time he handles alcohol carefully and may not drink at 
all. He usually is not a problem except when on a bender and be- 
having like an oaf. 

Finally, there are the estimated 750,000 alcohol addicts, or 
chronic alcoholics. They are not easy to define as a group because 
they drink in different ways and for different reasons. Some begin 
as social drinkers and drift into the vicious circle of alcoholism 
wherein drinking causes the loss of a job or disruption of the 
family or some other disappointment which in turn seems to 
demand more drinking, and so on, Others drink because of neu- 
rotic states which prevent them from adjusting to the world of 
reality and cause them to retreat to the perpetual fantasy of al- 
cohol, Still others seem to be engaged in slow suicide. To all, 
however, alcohol has become the main reason for existence. It 
may take a long time for an incipient alcoholic to reach this stage, 
but medical men consider that the danger line is crossed when a 
drinker allows alcohol to interfere with any of his important 
life activities. 

The alcoholics come from all social and economic groups and 
from all races. People of Irish, English and Scandinavian descent 
Gueciaeat GEOetS elcobolldee seis lewaani Ieatant are leset 
euscepiltle Male alcoholics heavily outnumber women, and there 
is a high incidence of people of both sexes who were “only” 
children and probably overly attached to one parent or the other. 
On this point Charles Jackson in a recent article stated, “It is my 
belief that alcoholism i: largely the fault of parents who overin- 
dulge or overprotect their children to the point where they (the 
children, grown older but still childish) cannot face reality and 
seek ‘escape’ in drink.” Certainly a prominent characteristic of 
the alcoholic personality is selfishness—an inability to tolerate 
reverses or even simple boredom, a kind of naive expectation that 
whatever he desires should be his for the asking, and little regard 
for the opinions or feelings of others. His drinking inevitably in- 
volves his family, friends and business associates, if any, and 
usually makes him familiar with the police, the public hospitals 
and various social agencies. Thus the problem of alcoholism con- 
cerns far more than the fate of the alcoholics. 

Until quite recently it was almost axiomatic that the only cure 
for alcoholism was self-cure. The sick drinker was supposed to 
decide to stop drinking and then simply stop, with or without out- 
side help, Since this was a good deal like deciding to give up malaria 
without taking atabrine or quinine, the outlook was more than 
dubious, and for all practical purposes the disease was considered 
incurable. Doctors wasted as little time as possible on such hope- 
less cases and the public attitude was a derisive, “Once a drunk, 
always a drunk.” 

Today, thanks to the development of new psychotherapeutic 
techniques, alcoholics are being cured in large numbers. It is no 
longer necessary, though still desirable, for patients to be grimly 
determined to quit drinking, as long as they approach treatment 
with the realization that they cannot control alcohol. 

The psychiatric phase of treatment initially consists of uncov- 
ering the basic motivation for the inebriate’s behavior. Since most 
alcoholics fit into well-established patterns, this exploratory work 
generally is not too long or difficult and rarely entails anything as. 
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elaborate as psychoanalysis. It can be accomplished in most cases 
by narcohypnosis, the psychiatric examination of the unconscious 
mind while the conscious is blacked out by drugs. 

Furthermore, in cases where other treatments have been unsuc- 
ful, a majority of patients can be brought to stop drinking at 
once by a form of conditioned reflex known as “aversion therapy.” 
This is similar in principle to an ancient Roman “cure” whereby 
an alcoholic had to drink wine in which live eels were swimming, 
on the theory that this would create disgust. In the modern treat- 
ment the institutionalized patient is given an injection of a drug 
called emetine which in a few minutes produces nausea and vomit- 
ing of a spectacular sort. Just before it takes effect the therapis 
hands the patient a glass of his favorite liquor and urges him to 
drink it down. Immediately afterward it comes up again and the 
treatment is repeated daily for about a week, then at intervals of a 
month, two months, six months and a year until the patient is 
sickened by the thought of drinking. After two years of total absti- 
nence he is considered cured, and so far the method has been re- 
ported successful in 60% of all cases. The average of cures reported 
for all treatments now in use is said to be above 50%, compared to 
a scant 20% in 1930. Even more hopeful, in the opinion of papal 
atrists, is the fact that the average age of patients voluntarily 
arriving at clinics is steadily declining. This means that prealco- 
holics are becoming aware of the dangers ahead of them and are 
applying for treatment when cures can be accomplished most eas- 
ily and most successfully. The trend in cures is matched by ex- 
panding activity of Alcoholics Anonymous, a national organiz 
tion of ex-inebriates which works on the principle that lonelines 
is one of the main causes of drinking and substitutes friendship 
and mutual encouragement for the bottle. Statistically the results 
have been even more impressive and individually beneficial, since 
the psychiatric root of the problem is attacked, than those of the 
aversion therapy. Numerous church and civic groups interested 
in the rehabilitation of alcoholics are also having a vital role in

uraging as these recent achievements are, it is probable 
that a 100% cure for alcoholism never will be devised. And the 
point is that, curable or not, it is a condition to be avoided: 


smallpox, pneumonia and typhus also have a high and increasing 
incidence of cure, but no sane person would knowingly expose 
himself to them. The particular deadliness of alcoholism lies in the 


fact that it affects not only its victims but their families and society 
at large. Thousands of divorces have had their origin’ in a 
holism, and likewise the alcoholism of parents is often a contribut- 
ing factor in juvenile delinquency. Financially the loss due to this 
form of human erosion is comparable to that of soil erosion, which 
has enjoyed more governmental attention: expenses for hospital- 
ization, the cost of accidents and crimes, the maintenance of 
drunken persons in jail, the support of persons dependent on 
alcoholics, plus potential wages lost because of alcoholism, are 
approaching’ a billion dollars a year, as indicated in Some Ec 

nomic Aspects of Alcohol Problems by Benson Y. Landis. Somewhat 
less than that, if used to support such groups as Alcoholics 
Anonymous and to endow psychiatric clinics where the potential 
alcoholic could be helped before his neurosis is too far advanced, 
would prevent not only economic loss but many personal tragedies.

A slow worker, Guston 
thinks about a subject for a long time before he 
starts painting it, then spends months completing 
the canvas. He gets as much as $2,500 a paint- 
ing. Now, at 33, he hopes to be able to give up 
his present teaching job at Washington Univer- 
sity in St. Louis and spend all his time painting.

R. Lloyd Cassel Douglas, who, as author of Magnificent Obsession, 

Green Light and The Robe, is possibly the most successful author 

of his generation, is a writer who has well-defined notions about 
his craft. If, for example, this article were the beginning of a book 
Dr. Douglas would fault it instantly on the ground that the first para- 
graph is too long. According to him the first paragraph of a novel 
should be two and a quarter lines, neither more nor less. The second 
should be three and a half, the third four and a half, and the next a lit- 
tle longer but not so long as to run over the page. Dr. Douglas has equal- 
ly fixed ideas about reader reactions which he sets forth as follows: 

“Many a book kills itself on the 
first page. The reader is against 
it at the beginning anyway. He’s 
just spent $2.75 and has a feel- 
ing that he has been gypped. You 
should win his confidence in the 
beginning that he hasn’t been 
sold on that book .... Never 
starta chapter with conversation. 
Always start a new page with 
some care. Start with a paragraph 
of three or four lines without 
conversation. Minor characters 
must be endeared at once. If they 
are going to win the reader’s 
confidence, they had better get 
at it right away. New characters 
must do something dangerous or 
arresting. A very important char- 
acter in my new book doesn’t ap- 
pear until the end of the 10th 
chapter, after 70,000 words, So he 
is beset by a bandit...” 

Many good writers have made 
a living at their trade in defiance of Dr, Douglas’ directions. Nonethe- 
less the Doctor's recommendations cannot be brushed off as empty 
theories. Dr. Douglas, who spent the first 26 years of his life training 
for the ministry and the next 26 as a Protestant preacher, did not pro- 
duce his first novel until he was 52 years old, by which time most 
of his contemporaries had a 20-year head start on him. Despite the 
handicap of a literary debut delayed until the age when many authors 
are thinking of hanging up their gloves, he then produced Magnificent 
Obsession, which was in some ways the most startling best-seller in U.S. 
publishing history. Magnificent Obsession could have been regarded as 
a lucky freak, but when Dr. Douglas followed it with Green Light, also 
in the half-million class, it became apparent that he had something which 
other authors lacked. Douglas’ most recent work, The Robe, clinches 
the point beyond cavil. 

In The Robe Marcellus, a fictitious Roman officer who superintended 
the Crucifixion, eventually came into possession of the garment in ques- 
tion—which, according to Douglas’ conjecture, had metaphysical pro- 
perties causing its guardian to be converted to Christianity. The Robe re- 
mained at the head of the best-seller list for nine months, was translated 
into 12 languages and sold a total, at last reports, of 1,396,000 copies. It 
used up so much paper that its embarrassed publishers, Houghton Mifflin 
Company, were compelled to rent their rights in the property to the firm 
of Grosset & Dunlap. In its fourth year The Robe has slipped in sales 
butis still coasting along at 11,000 copies a month, A movie version may 
revive demand somewhat, about the time Author Douglas comes out 
with its successor, tentatively entitled The Big Fisherman. Like The Robe, 


DR. DOUGLAS autographs a copy of his tenth and most successful novel, The Robe.

The Big Fisherman, of which the hero is Simon called Peter, will be a 
romantic fictionalization of the behavior of the disciples. In addition to 
a strong religious background and a moral message, Douglas’ books tend 
to have a noticeable timeliness. The Big Fisherman treats of, among other 
things, the intensely contemporary problem of Jews vs. Arabs in its an- 
cestral stages. 

The most widely read novelist of his era is an unpretentious, rather 
sharp-tongued gentleman of 68, who lives in monastic seclusion in one 
wing of a small frame house. belonging to his daughter Betty and her 
husband John Weldon (“Weary”) Wilson, on the outskirts of the town of 
Las Vegas, Nev. Being a self-made 
writer and one who never had 
much traffic with literary circles 
in his formative years, it is per- 
haps not surprising that Douglas 
has developed few of the preten- 
sions or poses of his craft. What 
startles new acquaintances even 
more is that he also lacks any 
touch of the solemnity or even 
mere formality usually associated 
with gentlemen of the cloth. 

Douglas’ physical and spiritual 
remoteness from the main stamp- 
ing grounds and water holes of 
U.S. culture have helped make 
him a figure almost as mysterious 
as the Almighty, with whom some 
of his admirers sometimes con- 
fuse him, like a group which a 
few years ago urged him to form 
a new religion with himself as 
prophet or cult leader. Douglas 
was mildly flattered by the pro- 
al but did not take it seriously, Having ignored the literary competition 
of his generation until he walked off with top honors in it, Douglas knew 
few writers at the time of his first success. He has come to know very few 
since, with the exception of Faith Baldwin, the author of This Man Is 
Mine, whom he encountered some years ago in New York, They have not 
met for several years but the Doctor writes to her regularly, along with a 
few friends of his ministerial period whose correspondence dates back 
even further. Last year Miss Baldwin sent the Doctor a silver pencil 
which he uses for inserting corrections on his manuscript. 

When after the success of Magnificent Obsession Douglas retired from 
the pulpit to devote all his time to writing, he settled down with his wife 
and daughters at Bel-Air, Calif., in Los Angeles. Mrs. Douglas, on whose 
advice and criticism he had placed great reliance, died in 1944, At about 
the same time Dr. Douglas, then already ill with arthritis, came down 
with pneumonia as well. During his illness he was attended by his older 
daughter, who some years before had secured a Las Vegas divorce from 
her first husband and married Wilson whom she had met during her period 
of enforced domicile. After his slow recovery, Douglas moved to Las 
Vegas to enjoy the care and company of his daughter and son-in-law. 

While he never goes to its famous gambling rooms or nightclubs, the 
Doctor likes the townsfolk of Las Vegas and is an honorary member of 
the Rotary Club which he joined early in his career. The Doctor has no 
patience with the school of thought which derides this institution and 
believes that the people who sneer at Rotary are mostly those who could 
not get in anyway. 

While the Wilsons were building the new wing on their house in which 
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DOUGLAS conrinueo 


he now lives, Douglas lived in a bungalow at Hidden Well Ranch, 
an informal cottage-hotel establishment where most of the other 
guests were divorcees. Although the divorcees were not of the 
type to whom his books especially appeal, most of them had at 
least heard of their distinguished fellow guest. Dr. Douglas en- 
joyed listening to the stories of their marital mishaps for the first 
two or three times at least but admitted being glad when he finally 
got into his own quarters where he had more privacy. 

The Doctor said in 1936, “Our household tackle is the same as it 
always was. I came into this business too late to take on any airs 
about it.” Since Mrs. Douglas’ death his requirements have be- 
come even more modest, and the only new bits of household tackle 
evident in the Douglas wing of the Wilson house are a stained-glass 
window, presented to him by the grateful manufacturer, and ample 
shelf room for his books, 

In Magnificent Obsession Douglas argues the supernatural advan- 
tages of doing good deeds and especially of doing good deeds se- 
cretly. It seems likely that the miracle in his own career sprang 
from a sort of expiation of the conduct of his father, which was 
the reverse of his own. Alexander Jackson Douglas studied for the 
ministry at Wittenberg College in Springfield, Ohio but, rejected 
for the liberalism of his theological views, took up law which he 
practiced for more than a quarter of a century, climaxed by a 
term in the state legislature. One day A. J. Douglas’ office janitor 
persuaded him to go toa church 
service in Columbia City. The 
officiating minister had chosen 
that day for a sermon on re- 
pentance. When he left the 
church Douglas Sr. had not 
only decided that he himself 
would immediately become a 
man of God but also that his 
next child, whose birth was im- 
minent, would if possible make 
up for lost time by becoming a 
minister also.

progeny, Lloyd Douglas’ half nieces and nephews, often wheeled 
their uncle about in his perambulator. After attendingan Indiana 
preparatory school Lloyd Douglas entered his father’s alma mater 
where he spent the next nine years, two getting ready for college, 
four in it and three in the seminary. He emerged in 1903 at the 
age of 25, married a minister's daughter named Besse Io Porch 
and took charge of his first church, in North Manchester, Ind. 

As a preacher Lloyd Cassel Douglas fared better than his father 
and was distinguished for the lively narrative style of his sermons. 
By 1929 the family, which came to include two daughters named 
Besse and Virginia, was living in Los Angeles where Dr. Douglas 
was pastor at the First Congregational Church. It was in his last 
year there that he finished Magnificent Obsession. 

The conversion of Dr. Douglas from man of God to man of 
letters was almost as sudden as his father’s conversion in the other 
direction but it, too, involved some previous preparation beyond 
the principle of private atonement. Just as the elder Douglas had 
always been a minister at heart, even when practicing law, so’ his 
son had always been a writer at heart, even when practicing 
preaching. During Lloyd Douglas’ college days he had spent two 
summers working as a police and sports reporter on the Spring- 
field Press-Republic. After taking the cloth he had branched out 
into essays, first with a volume published at his own expense and, 

e years later when the chagrin at its poor reception had worn 
off, with four other collections of belles-lettres. Dr. Douglas’ 
books—Wanted—A Congregation, The Minister's Everyday Life, 
These Sayings of Mine and Those Disturbing Miracles—although they 
scarcely served to foreshadow the sensational success which attend- 
ed his entrance into the field of fiction, enjoyed satisfactory sales. 

Magnificent Obsession started as a series of essays concerned with 
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DOUGLAS continues 


what Dr. Douglas calls “personality expansion through self-invest- 
ment in the philanthropic rehabilitation of other people’s lives.” 
Filled with phrases like this one, they lacked the inspirational 
touch which he felt the subject required. When he was halfway 
through, Dr. Douglas decided it would be more fun to make his 
point by telling a story and proceeded to do so, using his pulpit- 
parable style on a larger scale. 

When his book was finished he sent it to Harper & Brothers, his 
former publishers. They replied that the book contained a splendid 
message but was below par fictionally. Douglas then tried Double- 
day Doran. They said that it was a fine story if he would take out 
the inspirational theme. Discouraged, Douglas next tried the little 
house of Willett, Clark and Colby, associated with The Christian 
Century, which had heretofore specialized in Sunday-school text- 
books, church manuals and the like, asking them whether they 
thought it was “worth fooling with.” Willett, Clark, to his sur- 
prise, not only said that it was but also that they would take a 
chance and publish it. With nothing more formal in the way of a 
contract than a penciled memorandum on the apparently academic 
question of royalties, it was sent to press and came out in a first 
edition of 2,500 copies just after the market crash of 1929. 

Reviewed and advertised chiefly in religious magazines, the book 
was slow getting started. Willett, Clark and Colby, with under- 
standable caution, waited until all of the original edition had been 
sold before printing a new and smaller one of 1,500 copies. These 
sold faster, and the firm risked another 1,500 which went like hot 
cakes. After that, Willett, Clark decided to gamble on a printing of 
5,000; these sold so rapidly that everyone in the establishment 
from office boys to president was engaged in wrapping and address- 
ing them to booksellers all over the U.S. After 45 printings, Wil- 
lett, Clark and Colby decided the enterprise had been milked dry 
and sold their rights to Houghton Mifflin, Deprived of early mass 
advertising and high-pressure distribution, Magnificent Obsession 
did not reach the annual best-seller list until two years after its 
publication. Eventually it reached a total of 968,000, made Dr. 
Douglas a fortune and prepared the soil for Forgive Us Our 
Trespasses, Precious Jeopardy, Green Light, White Banners, Home 
for Christmas, Disputed Passage, Doctor Hudson’s Secret Journal, 
Invitation to Live and finally The Robe. 


Critics are cool to Dr. Douglas 


HE public’s enthusiasm for the works of Dr. Douglas has not 

been rivaled by the enthusiasm of literary critics. Possibly the 
kindest appraisal delivered by a commentator of real standing was 
that of Edmund Wilson who said of The Ro I have procured a 
copy of the book and gone through it, and what I have found is 
rather surprising. Instead of the usual trash aimed at Hollywood 
and streamlined for the popular magazines, one is confronted with 
thing that resembles an old-fashioned novel for young people.” 
ical approval for Dr. Douglas descends from this modest eleva- 
tion to a plateau represented by the views of Bernard DeVoto 
whose diagnosis is as follows: “It is always comforting to fright- 
ened, weary and discouraged men to be told that they are the mas- 
ters of their fate. . . .Comfort is what his readers ask of Dr. Douglas 
and comfort is what they get.” 

Among those who have been able to ignore the hostility of 
literary critics to their favorite author is Dr. Douglas himself. 
Douglas long ago faced the realization, which most writers come 
to sooner or later, that the only kind of criticism which does them 
much good, as well as the only kind which they enjoy, is sympathet- 
ic criticism. Of critics who praise his books he approves. Those 
who condemn them he is inclined to lump under a group heading 
as “disappointed novelists.” For his own part, he holds a good 
view not only of his own works but also of those by contemporary 
rivals in his particular field. Most successful of these recently was 
The World, The Flesh and Father Smith, by Bruce Marshall, of 
which Dr. Douglas approved highly. 

Dr. Douglas is under no illusions about the small meannesses 
and chicaneries in which the literary profession, like most others, 
abounds. His first venture into pure fiction, a short story called 
If God Can Be Amused, which he wrote in 1925, taught him a les- 
son in this respect which he likes to relate: “I thought it was a

and constructive. Indeed, in line with his precise notions about the 
construction of books, his routine for writing is designed to include 
arunning fire of advice from several sources. Douglas types out his 
uscript himself, sitting at a small, scarred, pine typewriter table 
ront of which is marked by black lines. These lines are caused 
ets which Douglas has forgotten and left burning in the heat 
smposition. The longest lines indicate cigarets which have been 
allowed to burn completely out, owing to some serious creative diffi 
culties. He writes an average of 3,000 words a day, of which 1,500 are 
often a rewrite of the last half of the previous day's chore and the 
next 1,500 a first draft of the work which will be rewritten the next 
day. During Mrs. Douglas’ lifetime the doctor used to consult her 
regularly on all professional matters, first sermons and then books. 

Mrs. Douglas kept needlework all over the house so that when 
her husband came to read her something she could work as she 
listened. Nowadays Douglas frequently reads to Betty Wilson in 
the afternoon what he has composed in the morning. the end 
of each chapter his manuscript is bundled up and mailed to Marian 
etary in Los Angeles, who makes four copies. She 
ends one to Douglas, one to his publisher and one to 
Douglas’ second daughter, now married and living in Montreal. 
Douglas welcomes comments from all three of these early readers, 
especially those of Virginia who is a writer herself and recently 
had a story published in the Woman’s Home Companion. 


Douglas is fussy and foresighted

Even the 
shrewd appraisal of DeVoto fails to show why Douglas alone pos- 
sesses the secret of providing the comfort which, since the public 
obviously craves it, many another author would be glad to pro- 
vide as well. The fact seems to be that Doi by accident or 
intuition, first, sensed a main spiritual problem of the age which is 
how the Christian world may reconcile its ancient faith with the 
facts of life as evidenced in more recent scientific lore; and that, 
second, he succeeded in solving this problem to the satisfaction 
of the public most concerned with it. 

As to the miracle whereby a clergyman in middle age surpassed 
all rivals in a new and supposedly difficult profession, this, if 
treated in an autobiography written according to the Douglas 
formula, might afford almost as rich a moral feast as the career of 
The Big Fisherman. Douglas, confronted by the paradox inherent 
in his principle, has no thought of writing one.

The intent young lady shown tugging on a Sti 
son wrench in picture above is not quite respect- 
able, for proper Englishmen frown on ladies who 
wish to be plumbers, Her name is Cluny Brown 
and, played by Jennifer Jones, she is the heroine 
of a deft and funny 20th Century-Fox comedy, 
the kind that Hollywood should be making all the 
time instead of only about once a year. 

Cluny was invented by English Novelist Marg 
ry Sharp. She is the niece of a London plumber 


who votes the Labor ticket but has Victorian re- 
pugnance to his niece’s forays among the drain- 
age pipes. To teach Cluny her place he packs her 
off as housemaid to a landowning country family, 
astep which he hopes will kill off this amateur in- 
terest. But Cluny remains a maverick. She cannot 
even serve dinner without creating a scene.

A U.S. LADY PLUMBER FINDS FLAWS 
IN CLUNY BROWN’S PLUMBING ABILITY 


Cluny Brown, which has an almost abnormal preoccupation with plumb- 
ing, sets forth two assumptions: first, that Jennifer Jones as Cluny acts 
like a competent plumber and second, that the profession is demean- 
ing. To pass on these assumptions, LIFE sought out one of some fi 
women plumbers in the U. S., a lady whose maiden name, by c 

was also Brown. She is now Mrs. Edith Ellis and, at LIFE’s 
request, she came to view the movie. As the first American woman 
to become a licensed master plumber, a teacher of plumbing and 
the widow of a plumber, Mrs. Ellis is a satisfactory authority. In her 
opinion Miss Jones is a beautiful, accomplished actress but an in- 
ferior plumber. 

At the start of the film, for example, Miss Jones tries to fix a flooded 
sink by unloosening a joint in the trap underneath (see picture p. 125). 
“[ don’t know what kind of a trap that is,” murmured Mrs, Ellis 
the scorn good American plumbers entertain for England's medieval 
fixtures. As she watched Miss Jones tugging at her pipe wrench, Mrs. 
Ellis was dismayed. “She should have a pail!” she exclaimed. “What a 
mess with that garbage going all over the place!" (In Margery Sharp's 
book, Cluny does have a pail.) Nothing happened on the screen, how- 
ever. The sink stayed’ full until someone accidentally bumped it and 
it started merrily emptying of its own accord. 

“That's the way,” said Mrs. Ellis. “Hit it with something, I've done 
it. It often loosens up the stoppage. It cracks it. Suction. It goes right 
down.” 

In the family party scene at the Wilsons’ (see pp. 126-127), Mrs. 
Ellis perked up when the plumbing began to rumble and bark. “Gog- 
gling!” she said authoritatively. “It’s a loose washer.” On the screen, 
Miss Jones dashed into the lavatory, whence came the sound of ham- 
mering. Then, once again, a full sink could be heard gurgling empty. 
Mrs. Ellis looked pained. “It's gurgling now,” she pronounced. “Be- 
fore it was goggling. So it shouldn’t be emptying now because with 
a goggling noise it couldn't have been full.” 

Having suitably admonished 20th Century-Fox on these technical 
lapses, Mrs. Ellis went on to speak plainly on the rather ticklish sub- 
ject of antiplumber bias. The late Mr. Ellis often told her, she said, 
that his own family in England had considered his trade “degrading,” 
Undeterred, Mrs. Ellis married him anyway. After he died in 1927 
Mrs. Ellis took out her own master plumber's license, continuing the 
business until 1933. Nowadays the mechanically minded Mrs. Ellis 
works in a New York insurance office, plumbing only in her spare time. 
She sees nothing disgraceful in her profession and finds that, if anything, 
it makes her even more acceptable socially when her friends’ plumb- 
ing gets out of order. “Be sure to say I liked the picture, though,” 
said Mrs. Ellis as she departed for her home in Flushing, Long Island.
